Chioaoo, Feb, 10. — A scheme has Just 
b«en unearthed in Chicago which, had 
it run its course, would have deprived 
half a hundred phyglciuns In Holland 
of their right to practice medicine in 
their native land. The whole thing 
originated in the fertile brain of a Hol- 
lund doctor of the name of Von Noppen, 
formerly an employe in the phygi- 
. cinn's office at Siegcl, Cooper 4. Co.'s. 
and his scheme may yet get him into 
trouble with the homo government 
if hU dupe" are inclined to push the 
matter. While in the employ of the 
firm the "doctor" formed the acquaint- 
ance of a fullow-eoimtryman named 
Zuideina, who gave bim permission to 
use his name in an advertisement 
which Von Noppen said was to bo in- 
serted In a medical journal in Holland. 
A few weeks ago the advertisement 
made its appearance in a foreign medi- 
cal Journal, and it has apparently cre- 
ated a great stir among the medical 
fraternity of the whole country. Trans- 
lated it reads like this: 

••WANTKH-A phVKtctan who ba- tfr.iduatcd 
from a Holland medical co'.lr^o to teach In 
Pennsylvania. U. S A. Free transportation 
will tw furnished, free house and stable rout, 
and an income of fn.tMO per annum guaranteed

phuiciann found it necessary to leave 
Uwinother country, anil to prove that 
this wan false he wanted to get a list 
of those who were only awaiting an 
opportunity. 

Mr. Wkhoff was seen and when 
aaked as to the truth of the matter 
said: "Yes; unfortunately it is true. 
Thirty answers have been received up 
to daUi und more are coming every day. 
Only Wednesday one physician sent a 
cablegram which must have cost at 
least tiO. Most of these letters contain 
all the papers which jrivc the wsnder 
a right, to practice medicine, and in 
many Instances they could not be re- 
placed should thoy have been lost 1 
am returning them as rapidly as pos- 
sible, with an explanation w hich will 
probably iqgAe them more careful 
about parting with these documents in 
the future. " 

What Von Noppen expected to gain 
is not known. If he has no certificate 
for practicing medicine ho may have 
expected in this way to obtain one for 
himself Or it may have been his de- 
sign to extort money from his victims, 
or possibly to sell these diplomas to 
those who were without them.
